Government May Not Post- 


pone the Sale. • 


Everything Claimed to be Due is 


Thoroughly Secured by the 


Present Arrangement. 


WASHINGTON, October 26.—Although 


the government officials decline either to 
alliriu or deny the report of the accept- 
ance of the new propoaition of the reor- 
ganization committee of the Union Pa- 
cific railroad, there IB reasonable doubt 
of its accuracy. 


This proposition is understood to be an 


increase of the original guarantee hid of 
^50,000,00010 assume autliclent to cover 
the (nil amount of the government's 
claim against the Union Pacific road 
proper, which on October let, aggregated 
$59,067,398. This includes the principal 
of the debt, which amounts $27,236,512, 
and tbe balance of tho interest paid by 
the United Stales, amounting to $30,- 
300,SSG, 


Thia represents the full amount of tbe 


Union Pacific's obligations to the gov- 
ernment. The pale of this line will be 
proceeded with, as originally intended, 
about November lat. 


Aa to the Kansas Pacific road the 


committee withdraws its guarantee and 
conflcnts to a poBtponement of the sale 
to any date to suit the convenience of 
the government. This action, it is un- 
derstood, leaves the government in the 
same position with respect to the Kan- 
sas Paciiic as before the negotiations 
were instituted and in this situation the 
government, may, if it deeires, poetpone 
tin- sale indeliuitely. 
The debt of the Kansas Pacific to the 


government anBroKates nearly $13,000,- 
000, of which $0,033,000 ia principal and 
the remainder unpaid interest, whether 
tbe government will ask the court to 
order a sale of tbe Kuoeas Pacific on 
December 15th cannot be stated, but 
flhould it so decide it IB understood that 
no objeeliuu ^i!l be raised by the re- 
organization committee. 


The net result of the new arrangement 


BO far as concerns the Union Pacific, is 
regarded by the officials as highly ad- 
vantageous to the government, as it ee- 
curefl all that it hns ever claimed to be 
due it, and renders it practically certain 
that a very large share of the debt of 
the Kansas Pacific will bo realized when- 
ever it may desire to consent to its sale.

other reliable bid might be made If the 
Bale were postponed, adding: "Thia 
effort to secure the property, looking to 
tbe reputation of the parties concerned, 
is undoubtedly an honest one."

Third and Fourth. Knauer wae taken 
entirely by surprise and had no oppor- 
tunity to make » defense. His wounds 
•were so serious that death resulted in a 
short time. The wounded man, how- 
ever, was Able on his deathbed to iden- 
tify Knott as hia assailant. 


The killing of Knauer resulted from 


trouble which he bad had with Knott 
fiome two ye ire before.

ir territories, annual permissions to iln 
msiness and under the policy of recip- 
rocity adopted by the California leaifl- 
ature, Commissioner Clunie proposes to 
ixtenil this obligation to all insurance 
lompanies from states which make ouch 
lemands on California 
corporations.

DENVER, October 26.—Aside from the 


tremendous inconvenience caused to the 
public and to private interests, the 
itorm of last night and today has 
wrought intense damage in the city of 
Denver and its suburbs that is conserv- 
atively estimated to be in excess of $100,- 
100. 
Of course, should tbo storm con- 


tinue several day a the damage will 
multiply many times, since many inter- 
ests that have so far been able to with- 
stand it might succumb wore the burden 
increased. 


The estimate of damage includes only 


the semi-public concerns, eucb ai eloc- 
;ric light, telephone, telegraph und 
street car comnanies. It is to wire a and 
poles that the greatest harm has boon 
done. City Electrician Steam fmkl at 2 
o'clock this afternoon that probably 
LOOO poleo wore down in Denver alone 
and upwards of -1000 miles of wire. 
General Manager Field of tho Colorado 
Telephone company estimated tho pres- 
ent damage to its eystem at $20,000. 


The city is in darkness tonight, as tbe 


mayor compelled the electric light com- 
pany to cut off all its circuits on account 
of their dangerous condition.

_.. jeare lias there been such a blizzard 
here aa that whicli prevails at the pres- 
ent time. Hi^h winds that come in 
streaks like the waves of a typhoon are 
drifting the snow so that sidewalks in 
places are almost impassable. Trallic 
on railroads la suspended and telephone 
md telegraph wires are down. Canyons 
,re choked "with snow and it is impossi- 
ble to see 100 feet on account of the 
blinding storm. Considerable damage to 
property baa occurred. Mining opera- 
tions are seriously impeded by the storm 
which nas been raging fourteen hours 
and continues furloaaly with no eigna of 
abatement. The weather is very cold 
and it Is feared there will be great suf- 
fering among the poor.

CHICACO, October 26. — Wheat was 


weaker for abuut 10 minutes after the 
opening and then tbe local speculation 
became firm 'and it advanced IJiJc from 
thu lowest point.

He went to 
Europe to eettlo up the estate, and there 
he iliflt met the lady who afterwards be 
came his wif" and whom later he ao 
shamefully deserted. While not wealthy, 
she came from a good family, was well 
educated and possessed considerable re- 
finement. 


Ratto won his suit and they married. 


They came to California and with the 
money he had obtained Ratto opened a 
mainess in San Francisco. But a fast 
ife soon ended that, and he was com- 
pelled to go to work again for wages, 
jftter be came to Fresno, and wont into 
he restaurant business. lie continued 
o he unsuccessful, for he would not give 
up fast living. 


During these reverses his wife etooc 


nobly by him and did her utmost to 
ielp him retrieve his fortunes. One 
day she slipped and fell on the floor, in 
aring her knee. The result was that ] 
;he limb had to be amputated. 


Then Ratto shamefully deserted her 


for another woman. He left his wife 
penniless, and he succeeded in accom- 
plishing his purpose of getting a di- 
vorco from here on aome trumped up 
charge. He went to San Francisco to 
live, and is there now. 


Mrs. Ratto was left with two babies, 


and one bravely set to work to support 
herself and the children. Handicapped 
by her crippled condition, she tried to 
make their livlnn at dressmaking, but 
finally had to accept aid from 
the 


county. It was a severe blow to a 
woman possessing her pride, but ehe 
realized that no other recourse was loft 
her. Though receiving aid from the 
county, she worked hard to do what she 
could for herself, nntil last Sunday 
morning, when she was stricken with 
paralysis and died in a few hours.

lowing summary of the climate and crop 
conditions, collated by W. 11. Ham- 
mond, section director, for the week end- 
ing October 25th, is based upon reports 
received from eight weather bureau sta- 
tions, llfty-two telegraphic reports and 
many reports scattered throughout the 
state. 


Weather generally cool and damp. 


General rain occurred in the northern 
portion ol tho state on Thursday and 
throughout the whole state on Saturday. 
Ample warnings of each were distrib- 
uted and generally observed, and the 
injury to drying fruit was slight. 


The drying was, however, retarded ; 


grapes, still unpicked, were seriously in- 
jured in ninny Rpc.tinna; 
lirat crop was for the 


hovcnver, the 
oat part liar- 


vented. The north wind following the 
rain of the previous week eo dried tho 
beans in Santa Barbara, Ventura and 
Loe Angeles counties that they were for 
the moat part threshed and out of the 
way. 


Ground ie now in fine condition for 


plowing and seeding in all parts of tho 
state. Citrus fruits are reported as in 
excellent condition in southern Califor- 
nia. Olives are being picked; oranges 
lire commencing to color and promise a 
fine and heavy crop; walnuts are mostly 
harvested.

had drained out ol the car thoao watch- 
ing the operation saw at oue of tho win- 
dows a human hand and just hoyond 
tho feet sticking out from under one of 
the neat tops. The wreckers tore aside 
tho dobria and soon had tho body o ut. 
No more bodies were found.

known victim, was that of a man 35 
yi-itrs of ago with a dnrk short mustache. 
In one of tho pockets of the vest was a 
wnllet containing $(» and a $2 bill and a 
casualty insurance ticket, BUch as is 
sold at niilroad Btiitlnns. It waa made 
out for the sum of $2500 in case of death, 
but very curiously the namo or rather 
the last names of both payor and uene- 
tlciary was missing. The card read, AO 
far as could he deciphered, "Ike H" as 
the purchaser's name niid "Mrs. E" 
as the person to whom it was to be paid. 
Tho railroad olliclals are of the opinion 
that the man boarded the train at 
Rochester. 


The contents of the car, other than 


the body, showed that the people had 
made a rush for their lives. There were 
women's hatfl,siiE men's hats, a woman's 
coat, eight gripsacks of various contents, 
two men's coats and many smalt gar- 
ments. 


The anglne was dragged out of the 


river tonight just before dark and Preei- 
dent Oh Kim coy M. Dejmwand the three 
railroad cumnmaiouurH. with Assistant 
tiecrtJtary Jidwnr.1

been discharged tor drunkenness, 


Mr. McCoy n!HO donied the statement 


that tho roadbed at the scene of the ac- 
cident was known to be in bud shape.

The etatiatician of the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission etates that the num- 
ber of deaths resulting from railroad ac- 
cidents last year was 2042. Of tboae 
who met tbelr death in thia manner 181 
were passengers and ISO! were employes. 
Thifl record is larger than that of 1S95, 
In which year the deaths of passengers 
and employes amounted to 1981. In the 
excerpt of the report before ue there ie 
given neither the number of other per- 
sone killed by the railroads in 1396 nor 
the number of persona injured. In 1895 
the number of persons injured was 
74S; the number of persona other than 
passengers or employes who were killed 
in tbat year was 4155, Judging from 
the partial statistics at band for 1890, the 
total number of deaths and persons in- 
jured last year WBB fully equal to that 


of 1895. 


Not a battle during the civil war 


salted in injury and death to BO many 
poopla ae are maimed and killed annu- 
ally by the railroads of the country. 
The number of men killed at Gettys- 
burg, where the greatest battle of the 
war waa fought, waa 3070 on' the Union 
aide and 2592 on the Confederate;

er&tea, 12,706. The captured and iniee- 
icE are not included in these figures.

eoil. By neiog straw—not manure, for 
manure makes alkali soil even woree— 
the ground is kept warm and the cold 
alkali is kept from rotting the seed. 


"Our experiments with the 'Atnplcx 


eemi-baccnlum,'or salt bueh, have also 
proved that even without reclamation 
alkali lands can be made valuable for 
panure. Within the laet three or four 
yeare wo have distributed at least 1000 
pounde of tho eeed all over Ibe elate. 
The Bait bueh makes a thick crowth eix 
or seven inches high and makes excel- 
lent grazing lot Bheep. Tbe excellence 
of the Australian wool ia due very largely 
to tho abundance of unit bueh upon 
which the ehcep craze. On the karrooa 
of South Africa tha ealt buah has been 
planted for sheep pasture by several 
companies.

Inter anna silent leges, and tho mo- 


ralities aro silent alsn. Hut rhnwhnlo 
tendency of human civiliwition is to 
eliminate war or to render it moro and 
moro abnormal. JVlaeluavullisin is there- 
fore, it would seem, reactionary poli- 
tics, Suited in :i minor degree, it may 
be, to a slato of things whieh wo aro 
outgrowing, but utterly useless :m<l 
mischievous in thecivili/.atlonof today. 
Tho Itoman empire, which JIacliiavelli 
so gi-eatly admired, was largely found- 
ed in buro military necessity mid was 
fiustaiiied by conquest, but tho chief 
modern states aro founded in industry 
and tho arts of pi-at-o, aud war is witli 
them a. ten-ible and rare exception to IL 
general rule of peace. 


Tho doctrincH, therefore, which were 


evolved by onu of tho most subtle of thu 
World's thiukor.s, at a (lino when liis 
country was rent asunder by the feuds 
of contending states, aro utterly out of 
place in tho conditions imposed by mod- 
ern lii'n.

London's Water Supply. 


Tho water snpply of London is enor- 


mous. It reaches 8-11,401 houses, and 
tho 
average 
daily consumption is 


187,580,21(8 gallons, or a daily averago 
of about 83 gallons per capita in a pnp- 
ulatioii o£ 0,075,270. Tho area supplied 
Is 845 square miles, and thero aro 
B.I47 miles of water pipe and S3,fl(ifi 
flrohydrants. Of this water 107,000,000 
gallons como from tbo river Thames, 
51,000,000 from tho river Lea-and the 
rest from springs nnd artesian wells. In 
former years thero was a great deal of 
criticism, directed against tho London 
water supply because of its insufficient 
quantity and its impure quality, but 
since 1898, when a parliamentary com- 
mission was appointed to investigate 
tho question, thero lias beeu. no cause of 
complaint. 


Tho greater part of tho snpply taken 


from tho Thames comes from above 
Richmond, where tho water is compar- 
atively pure, and is conducted by a so- 
riea of aqueducts into 54 different res- 
ervoirs, covering 580 acres, with an ag- 
gregate capacity of 1,935,100,000 gal- 
lons. From thorn tho water is passed 
through 120 filtering ]»ds, B0mo of 
which absorb 1,000,000 gallons a min- 
nt<\ Tlio water passes through six or 
Boven inches of sand before- it reaches 
tho pipes, and this wind is cleaned care- 
fully every month.—Chicago Record,
